Calls spur-of-moment Oval Office ceremony for bill; lawmakers absent

WASHINGTON — In the end, Don- 
ald Trump’s top achievement as pres- 
ident — a $1.5 trillion tax overhaul 
— was finalized in a “rush job” ofan 
affair. And that was OK with him. 

None of the members of Congress 
who muscled through the biggest tax 
overhaul in 30 years were in the Oval 
Office on Friday as Trump signed 
the measure into law. That’s because 
the president was not pleased with 
news coverage in the morning ques- 


tioning whether he would get the bill 
signed before Christmas. 

So he ordered up a spur-of-the-mo- 
ment signing event where he ticked 
through the “tremendous” accom- 
plishments of his first year in office.
